1. The undersigned met with Mr. Stan Taylor, Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence staff, at the Committee's 
offices. The purpose of the meeting was to discuss recent 
Committee action re S.2236, Anti-Terrorism legislation. 


2. Mr. Taylor provided a copy of the Committee's 
amendments (attached), which encompass all of CIA's earlier 
proposed modifications. In addition, the undersigned 
reviewed a draft copy of the Committee report so as to 
ensure that it did not contain classified language.
